This summer a survey company un¬ 
der direction of Dr. Hume of U. of A. 
has been engaged round E.P. ranch, on 
an oil survey. It is expected that re¬ 
sults will be known within a couple of 
months. 

Under a provincial government 
charter, given when the Duke of Wind- 
:or was King Edward VIII, he was 
given a 99-year lease on petroleum and 
natural gas which might be under his 
ranch. 

The lease was granted originally to 
prevent oil companies from entering 
the royal ranch and drilling for oil. 
Under Alberta laws, owners of surface 
rights must allow entry on their prem¬ 
ises by holders of mineral rights who 
wish to drill. 

It is possible that, because of the 
war. needs, the Duke of Windsor 
might permit drilling, if the area were 
proved. 

One test well of the A.P. Con is 
about three miles south-east of the 
ranch and is now down over 5000 feet. 
The old Christie well, south of the 
ranch had encouraging prospects be¬ 
fore being forced to close down. The 
Pekisko well struck wet gas capable 
of 8 barrels of fiaphtha a day. But this 
is not commercially worth while. 

Duke’s Visit Doubtful 

There has been a great stir of report- 
that the Duke of Windsor, ndw gover¬ 
nor of the Bahamas, may visit the E.P. 
It all started because the Duke said 
this was the only property he owned. 

But Professor W. L. Carlyle, man¬ 
ager of .the ranch, is not of the same 
opinion. He has heard nothing of any 
such contemplated trip. If the Duke 
visits the property, he will find the 
sheep greatly increased and the cattle 
diminished in numbers.

From the 


office of the Foothills 
School Unit, the machinery of educa¬ 
tion has been set in motion throughout 
the district, with 53 teachers engag¬ 
ed to instruct the rural students. 

A map on the walls of the school of¬ 
fice gives a bird’s-eye picture of this 
' district to the smallest detail. It is 
drawn on scale of one inch for a mile 
of country. Roads are marked, homes 
and schools are marked, red strings 
indicate the bus routes. But best of 
all every little pupil is charted on the 
map. Red pins indicate pupils up to 
Grade VII; yellow pins, Grade VIII 
and IX; blue pins Grades X and XT pu¬ 
pils, and white pins Grade XII pupils. 
Thus every child in the large unit is 
marked and placed. At a glance one 
may note the density of school popula¬ 
tion, the distances to be travelled; 
the advantage in closing one school 
and transporting pupils to another 
school. 

The unit started with 73 teachers, 
.and this year 53 teachers are employ¬ 
ed. The reduction has come through 
amalgamation of schools, transfer of 
pupils,' etc.

However, public opinion is 
strongly roused, and a complete in¬ 
vestigation of the methods of escape 
is being made.

Father Bowlen studied at St. Louis, 
Missouri, then coining to Alberta. The 
Calgary diocese had been organized in 
1913, and he was the first priest to be 
ordained in this diocese, the date being 
Sept. 8.T915. 

He was first stationed at Oyen, 
which at that time was an enormous ter 
ritory. For the first year and a half, 
he conducted services in an area 150 
miles long by 50 miles. There were 20 
places within this area where services 
were held. Then in 1917, the district 
was divided into two. Rev. Father Mc- 
Gillivray sharing in the work. 

It was on Sept. 6, 1923, that Rev. 
Father Bowlen left his Oyen territory 
and came to High River. For the first 
six years, Turner Valley, Okotoks, 
Brant and High River were included in 
his parish, and during that period 
Black Diamond built and consecrated 
a fine new church. 


Two men managed escape

“The war may develop U-235 20 
years ahead of its time for motive 
power and destruction purposes,” said 
LaBine. “Progress made In its devel¬ 
opment is being kept secret by the 
various governments concerned. Its 
development for military and commer¬ 
cial purposes would evolutiphize the 
north and prove of tremendous import¬ 
ance to Canada as a whole. 

“Most of the world’s uranium ore 
is located in the North West Territor¬ 
ies.” 

“U-235 may decide the present war, 
as a single pound is said to have the 
explosive force of 1 S',000 tons of TNT. 
Imagine the devastation that could be 
caused by one bomb.”

surance company, has commended 
past experience in collecting 99'/r on 
all premiums in Alberta. He says the 
board is anxious to play fair with the 
farmer. At present the board state¬ 
ment shows a premium of $670,000 be¬ 
ing insurance on 1,700,000 acres. The 
loss may run to $50$,000. 

The Alberta Hail Insurance Board 
is not a government department. It is 
a body set up under charter, but in 
case of necessity it may borrow from 
government or banks. 

The circular letter to farmers from 
the board, expresess the belief that the 
5-bushel initial delivery should have, 
no deductions. But it also points out 
that on Nov. 1, payment must be paid 
to farmers whose crops have been de¬ 
stroyed and responsibilities must be 
realized. Co-operation, however, is ex¬ 
pected to pay on the first quota if pas¬ 
sible, or out of livestock sales or oth¬ 
er farm revenue. The' only means of 
paying premiums on hailed crop is 
through the payment of farmers who 
were protected but not hailed.

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IT WAS A YEAR AGO 


I 1 


[T was a year ago last Sunday that war was declared, 
and, following the initial declaration, many of the 
major attacks of the year seem to have been initiated 
on a Sunday. No one is likely to forget the emotions 
experienced on that memorable day a year ago, when all 
the familiar pattern of life and plans for the future, 
were laid aside to meet the emergency of a war which 
was thrust upon the British Empire. 

In the past year developments have come with numb-. 
ing speed. Young men of this district have enlisted in 
great numbers in various branches of the force, and are 
in England, Iceland, Newfoundland or scattered through 
the military camps of Canada. The R.C.A.F. and the 
navy have enlisted far greater numbers locally than 
were dreamed of in the last war. In every home from 
which these boys have gone, this year has been a period 
of anxiety. 

Tremendous air .training fields are developing over 
the Dominion, and eastern Canada has become a veri¬ 
table arsenal of supplies. 

Conscription of manpower for national defence has be¬ 
come law, and has got under way before the year is over. 
National registration has been completed. Although 
this country has so far been free from attack, the Hitler 
menace has increased, and the whole tempo of prepara¬ 
tion and Empire association have been speeded in keep¬ 
ing with developments in Europe. 

The co-operation of Canada and United States in a 
joint board for mutual defence of the continent is one of 
the most significant developments of the year, with ever 
increasing possibilities in the coming year. 

Overseas the Hitler program of conquest has gone 
forward with incredible speed. Poland fell, Norway fell; 
Belgium, Holland and France fell. A year ago no one 
would have credited such complete European collapse. 
Italy has joined with Hitler, but with little present ef¬ 
fectiveness. Sfalin plays a strange game, now friend, 
now foe; stepping in and withdrawing. Within the year, 
Britain has lost France as an ally, but has grown ever 
stronger in resistance and attack, literally “laughing 
off” for weeks past, the continuous air assaults over the 
Isles. The year ends with the indomitable British spir¬ 
it upsetting all the well-ordered Hitler plans for con¬ 
quest, and inflicting ever more vital losses on German 
military and industrial resources.- 


There’s Always Something 


titTiHERE’S always something to take the joy out of 


A life.” This is a frequent observation, even in 
thesq days of bountiful harvest. Normally, we should be 
in a state of rejoicing at the fine returns from the sea¬ 
son’s labor. But there is certainly irony in the fact that 
the finest crop in many years, is confronted with lack of 
market. It is good wheat. The seed, the soil, the sun, 
the rain and the ^weat of men have combined in har¬ 
mony to produce a splendid harvest. But where is it to 
be sold? 

One thing, however, stands out in this disorganization 
of movement and markets. Nature has not failed us. It 
is humanity that has failed. Nature has proved herself 
a friend to man; her gifts take no heed of man-made 
wars and the barricades that men may raise against 
each other. She goes serenely on, giving of her fullness, 
while the stupid, needly world of human beings repud¬ 
iates her gifts. 

It would seem a just judgment if Nature should sud¬ 
denly withhold her gifts, the world over. If the whole 
earth refused to yield, it would quickly turn men’s minds 
from vanity and ambition and conquest. They would be 
at the mercy of one force which all their armaments can¬ 
not control. 

All the munitions which can be made cannot give the 
life contained in one bushel of wheat. Yet so distorted 
have the values of the world become that wheat has lit¬ 
tle immediate value as compared with the implements of 
war. For this reason the governhient dares to place th" 
wheat-growing area of Canada on starvation basis, while 
temporary industries are assured oi profits, subsidized 
and pampered. What would happen if all the industries 
of Canada—the machine and munition factories, the tex¬ 
tiles, the railroads, the mines were pub on the same 
basis of returns for production that are imposed on prim¬ 
ary. producers—particularly the wheat grower. Would 
all the avowed patriotism stand the strain which is im¬ 
posed upon the farmer? 

The present prospects for the people of the prairie 
west are not such as to bring the satisfaction that 
should come from a beneficent season and a good yield of 
the best wheat that is grown. But at least there is the as¬ 
surance that the crop which seems at present to be an 
embarrassment of bounty, will eventually be required to 
feed a starving world. Just how soon the call will come, 
depends upon Hitler’s indifference to the suffering he is 
spreading. His mad drive for dominance, may collapse 
more quickly than ant icipated. And when Britain has 
restored peace, the tide of wheat will move out, once 
more restored to its rightful permanent place in national 
economy.

Graft and corruption are not indigenous to democratic 
soil alone. They grow lush under dictatorships, because 
no one dare try to weed them out, or even allege they are 
there. In a democracy there is always an opposition snoop¬ 
ing about for scandal, but if any one thinks to utter charges 
of graft against a totalitarian government, he had better 
get out of the country first. No one can accuse Stalin or 
Hitler or Mussolini of graft, except from a safety zone, yet 
their dictatorships are based upon graft, and no one dare 
ask for an accounting. 


This is what some Argentine papers said when Fascists 
there described a contract scandal as showing the rotten¬ 
ness of democracy. The head of the government resigned 
bcause of it, but was reinstated on a vote of several hun¬ 
dred to one—that one being the man whom the Fascists 
counted upon as the next Foreign Minister. The head of 
the government was not involved in any way, personally, 
and the vote was a practically unanimous verdict in his fav¬ 
or. Under fascism, nazii^m or communism, there is no 
check upon expenditure except through the dictator. 


Take the case of J. W. McConnell for instance. It is only 
two years since he came into the newspaper business and 
now he is able to donate a million dollars to the purchase 
of war-planes. 


Ottawa despatches and radio programmes and the new 
Governor-General can glorify the Canadian war record 
without-inviting criticism by contrasting it with the other 
war. To say we have more men under arms now than wd 
had in 19T5, is provocative. Comment that could be made 
is obvious. 


The United 'Mine Workers are giving trouble in Nova 
Scotia and when the J^abor Minister goes down to settle it, 
they present him with a demand that the government take 
over all industry. The Union is a branch of the C.I.O. 
whose policy is destructive and whose leaders are commun¬ 
istic. 


It is not likely that Sir George Paish said what Senator 
Wheeler says he said, but he admits having had a talk with 
the Senator, who is one of the leading isolationists and 
quite capable of distorting any conversation he had with 
an English visitor. There are 119 million other Americans 
whom Paish could have talked to without getting himself 
into a jam, yet he had to go and handpick Wheeler. 


V> hen Germans see British planes dropping bombs on 
their cities will they get angry or will they say, “Well, it 
is coming to us! We started this thing and gloried in it. 
We even took moving pictures to show how’ skilfully and 
ruthlessly we did the job.” We do not know what the Ger¬ 
man people will say, but the German press is unanimous in 
denouncing Britain’s murderous assaults on defenceless 
women and children. 


W hen Italians see bombs dropping in their cities, will 
they be reasonable about it and say, “Well, we brought it 
on ourselves. We went out and did the same to Ethiopia 
and oujj. own Bruno told us how pleasant it was to see 
Ethiopians blasted by the bomlis-he dropped on them. When 
we declared war against Britain we had a right to expect 
that Britain would not spare us.” The Italian press takes 
the same stand as the German press but we imagine the 
Itajian people will know whom to blame. 


The celerity with which Britain and Canadr entered into a 
mutual defence agreement with the United States shows 
recognition of a common danger and of the necessity to 
stand and fight together. Twp years ago, when Britain 
asked us for permission to establish air training fields in 
Canada, our government said no—it would prejudice our 
national sovereignty, put without hesitation we now enter 
into mutual pacts that'involve the lease of air and submar¬ 
ine bases to the United States. We have travelled a long 
way from the time when we were so jealous of our national 
sovereignty. We would not grant to Britain the concession 
we cede without question to the United States.

Endorse Bracken Stand; Pro¬ 
vincial Government Should 
Implement Policies For Gen¬ 
eral Safety 


Government Owned Produc 
tion For War Explosives to' 
Be Located at Turner Siding 


A $20,000,000 government-owned 
ammonia plant will be built at Turner 
Siding, three miles south of Calgary- 

The ammonia plant will be operated 
by the Consolidated Mining and Smelt- 
ng Company, while the initial immed¬ 
iate outlay for construction of the 
plant will be made by the British gov¬ 
ernment. 

The great manufacturing Establish¬ 
ment, which is expected to enter pro¬ 
duction within a year, will produce 100 
tons of ammonia daily and wilt give 
steady employment to between 150 
and 250 men'. . 

The site selected provides excellent 
facilities for obtaining the constijIUent 
elements required for the production 
of ammonia. These are: Natural gas. 
electric power, and cold water, plus 
commercial amonium nitrate. 

The ammonium nitrate will be 
shipped to Calgary from Trail, B.C.' 
The site of the plant is adjacent to 


A manifesto recently issued as the 
sentiment of the Independent party- 
in Alberta, takes special note of the 
farm situation and the consequent ef¬ 
fect on all industry. The Independents 
endorse recommendations made at the 
Bracken conference at Winnipeg. 

They believe the suggested solution 
of the problem as announced from Ot¬ 
tawa does not go far enough and that 
the proposal of the-Federal authorities 
to make an initial payment on the bas 
is of five bushels per acre for wheat 
and coarse grains is not adequate, and 
is insufficient to pay harvesting and 
threshing costs. 

“In addition, money will be required 
to assist the farmers in meeting other 
pressing obligations until such time as 
they can secure funds from the sale 
of the crops. 

“Businessmen throughout the West 
are naturally worried as wel. They 
cannot be expected to carry most of 
the load by way of additional credits 
without some assurance that money 
will be forthcoming to liquidate at 
least a portion of these debts. 

“The Independents are convinced 
that the Federal authorities should 
see to it that the farmers are given a 
square deal. They believe that far¬ 
mers should be just as secure in the 
production of essential foods as are 
manufacturers insofar as the latters 
products are concerned. They are of 
the opinion that sufficient money 
should be made available by way of 
loans pending the final disposal of all' 
grains now in storage and the 1940 
crop as well in order to enable our 
agriculturists to meet their more pres¬ 
sing obligations, including harvesting 
costs. , 

“With our country at war, the Fed¬ 
eral authorities have wide powers un¬ 
der defence regulations and those pow¬ 
ers should be exercised to the fullest 
possible degree to assist our agricul¬ 
turalists during these trying times/ 
Provincial Gov’t Must Help 

“As elected representatives of the 
people, Alberta Independent mem¬ 
bers are of the opinion that while the 
major rsponsibility of solving this 
problem naturally rests with the Do¬ 
minion authorities, this does not re¬ 
lieve our Legislature of doing its duty 
in the present crisis. They are firmly 
convinced the Albertae Government 
should immediately signify its willing¬ 
ness to implement any action the Do¬ 
minion cabinet may decide to take to 
carry out the recommendations of the 
Bracken conference or other policies 
equally as efficacious. 

“They are prepared to support the 
Provincial administration in any policy 
of co-operation witlj the Federal au¬ 
thorities and believe no time should be 
lost in stating definitely just what con¬ 
tribution our province is prepared to 
make in order to save our farmers 
from bankruptcy. 

“Furthermore, the Independents 
are of the opinion that, if necessary, a 
special session of the Legislature 
should be called to consider this grave 
questioni Merely giving voice to 
pious expressions of sympathy is not 
good enough. The situation demands 
immediate action and the Independents 
are prpared to assum e tj ieir_share of 
the responsibility in "Endeavoring to 
find a solution of this problem if only 
given an opportunity.”

Priority Claims 


'X Upon Farm Crops 


Provincial Government Has 
Waived Certain Prior Claims 
But Others Exist 


Under existing legislation the pro¬ 
vincial government has a prior claim 
for taxes, seed grain and other advan¬ 
ces including advances under the Rui;- 
al Co-operative Credit Act. In order to 
enable the farmers to obtain the neces¬ 
sary advances for twine and repairs, 
the government has already announced 
that it will waive all its priority on 
these claims. -. The following - claims 


therefore have priority 


Under the Threshman’s Lien Act, a 
thresherman has sixty days within 
whiyh to exercise his lien against the 
crop. This thresheiman’s lien consti¬ 
tutes the first priority against the five 
bushels delivered to the elevator or 
against the balance of the crop re¬ 
maining on the farm, but it must be 
exercised within the period of sixty 
days. 

The second remaining priority is 
under the Binder Twine Security Act, 
which provides that any person who 
sells binder twine on credit to a far¬ 
mer, may take a crop mortgage note 
for the purpose of securing payment 
of the price of the twine. The twine 
dealer has till the first of July 1941 to 
realize on a lien taken for twine sup¬ 
plied this year. 

The third lien against the farmer’s 
crop is under the Bills of Sale Act. Un¬ 
der this act the farmer can give Se ¬ 
curity on growing crops for necessar¬ 
ies which consist of food, clothing, 
seed grain, binder twine, repairs for 
machinery, or wages for harvesting

War is bringing to the surface all 
sort of complications respecting diff¬ 
erent religious Beets in the Dominion, 
opposed to war. Last week the Times 
received a letter from a correspondent 
in Calgary, referring to such sects as 
Doukhobtfurs, etc. The letter agrees 
that there should be no special exemp¬ 
tions for incoming settlers,’ which 
makes them half-way citizens of Can¬ 
ada. But the writer continues: “Why 
give unfavorable publicity tq certain 
sects, and omit all mention of the 
Seventh Day Adventist? These peo¬ 
ple have churches in Alberta cities, 
and a college near Lacombe for turn¬ 
ing out preachers tc teach the Adven¬ 
tist doctrine of resistance to military 
training even, for home defence. Fur¬ 
thermore they come around every fail 
to collect funds for their work. Cer¬ 
tainly they cannot say Ottawa ever 
agreed to exempt them from military 
service. 

“These Adventists” continues the 
letter, “say Saturday is the day of 
rest. If a man gives up a ob to enlist, 
an Adventist steps in to his job, and 
breaks what he calls God’s law by 
working on Saturday. But if called on 
to train for home defence, he says he 
would rather go to jail than break 
God’s law. If you do not speak of Ad¬ 
ventists, it looks like racial prejudice 
on your part. All the young men of 
Canada must take military training, 
but the Adventists are asking to be 
exempt. 

That is the sentiment of our corres¬ 
pondent. While recognizing the justice 
of her argument, it looks as if pretty 
soon because of various frailties and 
eccentricities, there would be no really 
good people ip the world but me and 
thee—and I’m beginning to suspect 
thee.

Madame Tabouis Predicts a 
Few More Weeks And Then 
Success; German Strategy

Madame Tabouis, famous journalist 
and political observer of pre-war 
France, is now a refugee in Canada. 
The Canadian. Institute of Economics 
and Politics meeting near Orillia, was 
fortunate in securing her as a speaker. 
Madame Tabouis has had the reputa¬ 
tion in Europe of being one of the 
keenest commentators of the journal¬ 
istic world. 

In speaking at the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute of Economics she told that Hitler 
had originally planned to invade eight 
English ports simultaneously with 
2000 boats supported by planes and 
parachute troops. But this plan, which 
was to have been staged between July 
25 and'August 10, failed through fail¬ 
ure to acquire the French navy; fail¬ 
ure if Mussolini to live up to his 
promises regarding Africa, and a Ger¬ 
man-Japanese dispute regarding 
French Indo-China. 

“Hitler,” she said, ’’was to get Eng¬ 
land to surrender within a few weeks' 
of collapse of resistance on the con¬ 
tinent. Certain countries were to be 
annexed to Germany. He was to have 
taken all of Poland and then gained 
access to the Russian steppes. Hitler 
refrained from asking aid' of Italy till 
the last moment, in order that Italy 
would not be able to claim much terri¬ 
tory as her share of spoil. 

“In getting Mussolini into the war, 
Hitler assured Italy of the Fench 
fleet. With that and the Italian fleet 
Hitler believed he could invade Eng¬ 
land in 3 to 5 weeks. Mussolini was 
much less certain that the French navy 
could be acquired. 

“The invasion of England was not 
to come by Dover Straits but from 
Norway and was to be on eight Eng¬ 
lish ports simultaneously. In the 
meantime, Mussolini was to attack 
British African possessions, and the 
Japanese were to attack British and 
American interests.” 

Madame Tabouis declares that Ger¬ 
mans and Italians were quarreling bit¬ 
terly. The Germans do not want Ital¬ 
ians in Southern France and Italy 
wants Savoy. As a compromise, Hit-

old binder canvas, or other material 
which will hold the grain. The grain 
may be threshed directly into this bin, 
but care must be taken to adjust the 
spout so that the pile of grain builds 
in the centre, otherwise the wire will 
upset. When levelling off the grain, 
keep the height even all the way 
around the bih. 

Hog wire 50 inches wide may be 
used, but with narrower wire two or 
even three layers may be built. 

The second circle should be at least 
one foot within the lower one, and is 
placed in position when the first deck 
is filled. 

When Using Sheaves 

When using sheaves, place the butts 
down and fold part of the butt inward 
onto the floor. The bands may be cut 
and the sheaf extended. They are held 
in place by, shoving grain against 
them. When the first row of sheaves is 
half covered, place another row around 
over-lapping butts oh heads aicku one 
iuoi. 

Paper should be used in 10 foot sec¬ 
tions, overlapping the ends about two 
feet to allow for settling. Fibreen is 
waterproof and very strong. It is ex¬ 
cellent for lining,bins. 

When the bin is full, cover' with 
straw, paper, or any material which 
will protect the grain. 

On farms where storage must be 
provided, the possibility of using old 
houses, bams or other buildings should 
not be overlooked. Such storehouses 
should be inspected for any weakness, 
as the collapse of the floor or wall dur¬ 
ing the winter may entail serious loss. 
A few braces of wire stretched from 
wall to wall may supply the reinforce¬ 
ment needed.

Links With Canada 


For Temporary Visitors to U, 
U.S.A., Passports Still Need¬ 
ed But No Visas and No For¬ 
mal Registration 


Pilot Training in the States 
Similar to British Common¬ 
wealth 


New regulations simplifying en¬ 
trance if temporary visitors and bor¬ 
der-crossing commuters to the United 
States, issued at Washington, Sunday, 
have been explained at the U.S. lega¬ 
tion at Ottawa as follows: 

1. - Beginning Aug. 28, identification 
cards will be issued to commuters who 
cross* the border daily and to Cana¬ 
dians contemplating visits of less than 
29 days. ,— 

2. Tl\gre cards wilN substitute for 
non-immigration visas \ formerly re¬ 
quired of visitors. f ff 

3. Canadian passports/will still be 

required. yv. 

4. Holders of identifiootRnrvcards 
will not be formerly registered and 
finger-printeff as are all alienresidets 
of the United States. 

The Canadian passport is the means 
of control by the Canadian govern. 
The issuance of cards will enable the 
U.S. government to check against with 
less interference with them than when 
a visa is required. 

The cards will be issued by any im¬ 
migration official or U.S. consul. 

There is no charge for the cards, is¬ 
suance of which will be "a matter of 
five or 10 minutes.”

The scheme is some¬ 
what similar to the British common 
wealth air training plan, and it was in¬ 
timated in official military circle that 
the two plans could be co-ordinated if 
the necessity, arose. 

In addition to the pilot training pro¬ 
gram, the United States also will train 
3,000 gun bombardiers and navigators 
annually, it was learned at the war 
department. 

This development is to provide air¬ 
men for the 10,000 combat and train¬ 
ing planes being built for the United 
States army and navy at present, and 
for the steadily increasing production 
of 'aircraft planned for the next two 
years. It is expected by the adminis¬ 
tration a productive capacity of 36,000 
planes a year will be reached during 
1942. 

The air training plan has been 
changed several tin.es in the past few 
months but a scheme is now emerging 
which incorporates some of the fea¬ 
tures of the British Commonwealth 
Air Training Plan, carefully followed 
by the war department experts. 

Primary training for pilots is con¬ 
ducted at 18 civilian flying schools,

Napoleon and Hitler 

Froth the Njyu York World-Telegram 

We T%ai»s*en the photographs of 
Hitler as he Tisited the Tomb of Na¬ 
poleon in tfta Invalides. And we 
would recommencT as required reading 
for Der Fuehrer this from Robert In- 
gersoll’s soliloquy written on the 
spot. 

“I would rather have lived in a huh 
with a vihe growing over the dpor, 
and the grapes growing purple in the 
amorous kisses of the autumn sun. 1 
would rather have been that ppor 
peasant, with my loving wife by my 
side, knitting as the day died out of 
the sky—with my children around my 
knee and their arms about me—I 
would rather have been that man, ana 
gone down to the tongueless silence of 
the dream dust than to have been th^t 
imperial impersonation of force and 
murder known as Napoleon the Great.” 

Or this from H. G. Wells: 

“The figure he (Napoleon) makes in 
history is one of almost incredible self- 
conceit, of vanity, greed and cunning, 
and of callous contempt and disregard 
of all who trusted him, and of a grand- 
ioes aping of Caesar, Alexander and 
Charlemagne which would be purely 
comic if it were not caked over with 
human blood. Until, as Victor Hugo 
said in his tremendous way, ‘God was 
bored by him’.” 

In terms of History, like Napoleon 
in the zenith of his career, as the say¬ 
ing goes “ain’t home yet.” 

A Desperate War 

It is one of the tragic aspects of suf¬ 
fering in Europe today that it cannot 
be relieved except at great cost to the 
British cause and without giving the 
Nazis an opportunity for still greater 
wickedness. 

Disease is already raging in the 
wake of the German drive and famine 
seems inevitable. The blockade is the 
one essential weapon to overthrow 
Hitler. We must remember that every¬ 
one of the conqured countries had am¬ 
ple supplies of food before the Ger¬ 
mans drove in. 

Woefully enough many of the com¬ 
mon humanities have to be thrown 
overboard in war and it is, therefore, 
not ha*d to understand the indigna¬ 
tion of the Ambassador and others 
(Herbert Hoover and Red Cross of¬ 
ficials) who wish to relieve the food 
situation in Europe this winter. 

What a paradox—that the British, 
they who are usualy first to get to the 
aid of unfortunate neighbors, should 
have to follow the German doctrine of 
“Bullets rather than Butter.” But we 
must remember there's a desperate 
war on and Britain is given the "job 
of cleaning up the enemy.—The Cana¬ 
dian Statesman, Bowmanville. 

Men Made Over 

A good many of the boys who haye 
enlisted in the army or air force drop 
into our office from time to time while 
home on leave. We are always struck 
by the difference wrought by weeks of 
army or air force routine. It is not all 
in the uniform. It is in their carriage, 
in the purposeful way they walk, in 
the uplifted chin and squared shoul¬ 
ders. There is a different look in their 
eyes, too, a look of pride and selfre- 
spet and determination. The physical 
change is immediately apparent in al¬ 
most every man who has joined the 
ranks, but there is more to it than 
that.. It is the inward change that 
really counts. These boy? have a job 
to do, the biggest job anyone could be 
called upon to do, and they are ready, 
will and anxious to get at it. They 
have found in the Ring’s service an op¬ 
portunity to work out their destiny. 
They are men made-over, men reborn. 
A uniform has given them a chance to 
find themselves.—Cornwall Freehold-

France, A Study 
In Fascist Trend 


Correspondent to Christian 
Science Monitor, Describes 
Distinctive Traits of Fascism 

W. H. Chamberlain, Paris corres-. 
pondent of the Christian Science Mon¬ 
itor, writes on the subject of whether 
Marshal Petain is fascist. This is a 
hotly disputed question. The writer 
says: 

Perhaps the fairest way to decide 
whether France has joined the ranks 
of the Fascist states is to list the dis¬ 
tinctive traits of fascism and see 
how far these correspond with the 
state order that has been shaping up 
since Marshal Petain assumed the dir 
rection of affairs. The following six 
points characterize the authentic fas¬ 
cist regime, as distinguished from a 
democratic state: 

1. Absolute power is vested in a 
single leader, who is irremovable and 
cannot be called to account by any 
normal legal or parliamentary process. 

2. Only one political party is tol¬ 
erated and this party is strictly sub¬ 
ordinated to the will of the leader. Its 
members enjoy a virtual monoply of 
public office. 

3. All guaranties of civil and per¬ 
sonal liberty are suspended and po¬ 
litical police organizations are given 
wide powers in dealing with alleged 
enemies of the state. 

4. The press, the school and other 
agencies of instruction and entertain¬ 
ment are regarded and treated as 
means designed to serve the purpose 
of propaganda for the existing regime. 

5. While private property and pri¬ 
vate ownership .of industry and land 
are not abolished, as in the Soviet Un¬ 
ion, the state assumes dictatorial pow¬ 
ers in relation both to capital and to 
labor. The government does not resi- 
tate to coerce big industrialists to car¬ 
ry out projects which it desires, even 
it they are not profitable. Strikes and 
lockouts are forbidden and labor or¬ 
ganizations are brought under the 
close control of the ruling party. 

. The fascist state cultivates belli¬ 
cose nationalism, discriminates syste¬ 
matically against aliens and regards 
Jews as outside the pale of the nation¬ 
al community. 

How France Stands 

Now how does the government at 
Vichy stand? ~ 

1. Since July 12, Marshal Petain has 
enjoyed dictatorial powers with right 
to issue financial decrees and name of¬ 
ficials. But the venerable Marshal does 
not possess the background of the-typ¬ 
ical Fascist leader. He is deeply at¬ 
tached to the Catholic church, an old- 
fashioned conservative convinced that 
there w*as too much license in the lib¬ 
erty of the Third Republic. He is not 
a free agent and may not remain in¬ 
definitely. 

2. While old groups in France seem 
in a state of suspended animation, 
there is still no single party to assume 
direction of state affairs. Fascism in 
-France is not entirely the product of 
German victory. French Fascism be¬ 
came a more serious force after the 
world economic crisis. The “Croix de 
Reu,” headed by Colonel Francois de 
la Roque, was a substantial organiza¬ 
tion in 1934 and 1935. 

But French Fascism somehow miss¬ 
ed fire. De la Rocque was not the ne¬ 
cessary mass leader, and Doriot, hi3 
successor, also had sunk into political 
obscurity when the war broke out. 
Of the two, Doriot is perhaps more 
likely to emerge in the spotlight if 
German pressure or some other factor 
should force a modification of the 
present Vichy Government. 

3. War restrictions on civil and per¬ 
sonal liberty have been maintained. 
There have been a number of political 
arrests, while a number.of French men 
and women who fled from the country 
on the eve of the collapse, including 
such well known journalists as “Per- 
tinax” and Henri de Kerillis, have been 
deprived of Citizenship and sentenced 
to confiscation of their property. 

The trial of such leaders of the gov¬ 
ernment during the war as Daladier, 
Delbos, Mandel and Revnaud has been 
formally opened. Its secrecy is in con¬ 
formity with French judicial proced¬ 
ure. But methods already familiar in 
Germany and Italy have twisted the 
courts into instruments for ruthless 
elimination of the regime’s political 
opponents. 

• 4 . Sevete press censorship has been 
retained. Laval has taken personal 
charge of radio and news broadcasts. 
Petain believes there has not been 
enough ballast of discipline. 

6. The terrific dislocation of eco¬ 
nomic life in France as a result of de¬ 
feat, invasion, ocupation and blockade 
strongly promotes a tendency toward 
state control of economic life. Ration¬ 
ing both of food and industrial raw 
materials, especially fuel (both coai 
and oil are very scarce) has become 
necessary. 

The largest French labor organiza¬ 
tion is to be replaced by a state-spon¬ 
sored labor organization. 

6. France has not as yet imitated 
the German and Italian anti-Semitic 
measures. But certain laws and regu¬ 
lations, such as the restriction of the 
right to hold public office to sons of 
native Frenchmen and the prohibition, 
as a general rule, of the practice of 
foreign physicians and dentists reflect 
an anti-alien mood which I could ai : 
ready sense in my last days in France! 

Evidence at hand would seem to 
show that France is not a full-fledg¬ 
ed fascist state. But the present Vichy 
legime may be transformed into some- 


School Division 
Off To New Start

to Grade VII, numbering 20, will be 
taken by bus to the Red Cross school. 
All the other pupils in this four-school 
area, from Grade VII up, will be con¬ 
veyed by buS to Vulcan. These num¬ 
ber 30 students. 

Solve Big Rock Overcrowding 
In the northwest section of the unit, 
the Big Rock school has offered a 
problem because of overcrowding. 
There was not unanimous opinion in 
favor of building a new school, so an 
experiment has been made to relievo 
the congestion. The pupils from Grade 
1 to 6, numbering 20, are taught at 
Big Rock, and the older pupils, from 
Grade VII up, numbering about 15, are 
transported by bus to Okotoks. 

Division of School Yesrs 
This distribution of pupils as in¬ 
stanced above, tends toward the more 
modem conception of school periods. 
The old idea was Grades I to VIII, 
public school; Grades IX to XII, high 
school. Now the desirable division is 
Grades I to VI; VII to IX, and X to 
XII. It is accepted that from Grade I 
to VI, pupils can be handled as a unit, 
because they are learning the rudi¬ 
ments of education. 

But Grades VII to IX include the 
early ’teen years, when the child is 
advancing to a more exploratory age. 
If he can be given a bit of typewrit¬ 
ing, manual training, dramatics, etc., 
the teacher may discover some apti¬ 
tude to give a “lead” for further edu¬ 
cation. Any commercial, technical or 
academic talent can show itself in the 
Grades VII to IX years, if the child is 
given opportunity. 

An ideal kept in mind, though prob¬ 
ably slow in general realization, is to 
keep the smaller children as a unit, 
and give those from Grade VII up, a 
better opportunity to discover their 
abilities. 

Hutterites Part of District 
The Big Unit now includes the Mac¬ 
Millan Hutterite colony, the school 
serving that colony being Number 
4878, and administered as part of the 
Unit. 

Summer Building 

One new school has been built at 
Ensign this year. Thir is a one-room 
fully modem school. A fourth room 
has been moved into Mossleigh which 
will operate now as a two-room high 
: school. The interior of the Brant 
school has been rebuilt with pulpwood 
walls and hardwood flooring. 

A number of schools have also had 
reshingling and redecorating. 

Circulating Libraries 
A very good circulating library is 
being built up, and will operate this 
year from the central office. The 
books will be done up by topics, and 
operation of this branch of school ser¬ 
vice will be carried on through the of¬ 
fice at High River.

Expect Cattle 
Prrc es to Be Good 


One of the local cattlemen comment¬ 
ing on the outlook for beef cattle, be¬ 
lieves that prices will remain good. He 
says that for some time the country 
has been selling off calves as yearlings 
thus reducing on available supply. The 
result is that there is scarcity rather 
than surplus. Another factor which 
is quietly absorbing a tremendous 
amount of beef on the domestic mar¬ 
ket is increased employment, and the 
great army camps over the country. 


Beef js^tjie working man’s meat, and 
steady wages with greater employ¬ 
ment means a greatly increased de¬ 
mand. It is probable that the average 
working man’s family in Canada is, 
getting more beef than they have been 
able to buy for many years. And the 
big military camps will create a real 
demand for meat. Imagine what the 
3000 men at Sarcee can do to a few , 
head of beef, and multiply that by all 
the camps over Canada—not to men¬ 
tion the pigs, the eggs, the butter, etc.

2. All aliens boijn in territories 
which were under me sovereignity or 
control of the German Reich on Sept. 
3,1939; and all aliens born in territor¬ 
ies which were under the sovereignty 
or control of Italy on June 10, 1940. 

3. All persons who have become 
naturalized British subjects since the 
1st day of September, 1922, who at the 
time of their naturalization were na¬ 
tionals of: 

(a) The German Reich or of any 
country or territory which on the 3rd 
day of September, 1939, was under the 
sovereignty or control of the German 
Reich, or of 

(b) Italy or of any country or terri- 
. tory which on the 10th day of June, 

1940, was under the sovereignty or 
control of Italy.

Letter Received by John 
Brown Reassuring As to 
Spirit and Outlook; Bombs 
Part of Routine 

A letter recently received by John 
Brown from his brother on H.M.S. 
Raleigh, East Cornwall, gives a gra¬ 
phic picture of the British acceptance 
of conditions, and indomitable spirit. 
The writer says: “By all accounts you 
folks must think that we are in ter¬ 
rible plight over here, what with lack 
of food, air raids, etc. Well, don’t 
you believe it. Food is rationed, it is 
true, and yop can only get your ra¬ 
tion, but unrationed foodstuffs are 
plentiful and you can get as much as 
you can buy. As for air raids, they 
happen; you dress hurriedly, pop into 
the shelter and wait there till it is ov¬ 
er. The actual danger is not from 
bombs but from shrapnel and frag¬ 
ments of shells fired by our own guns. 
Wee Jean philosophically says, ‘Well 
mum, if the bombs doesn’t hit you, it’s 
all right, you don’t have to worry. If 
it does Hit you, won’t feel it, so you 
don’t have to worry.’ 

“Everyone here is full of confidence 
and in high spirits. I think in most 
cases we would welcome attempt at in¬ 
vasion if only to have a real go at Hit¬ 
ler’s swine. I still hold to my original 
estimate that the war will be all over 
by next Easter. Belts can’t be pulled 
much tighter in Europe and you can’t 
keep on pulling tighter without some¬ 
thing bursting. I don’t think all Hit¬ 
ler’s armies will stop the starving 
mobs from stampeding. The awful 
pity is that the wdmen and children 
will be the main ones to suffer.’' 

Commenting on family matters, the 
writer says: “Since writing last, pro¬ 
motion has come my way and I .have 
been reappointedlhere as second officer 
in charge of physical and recreational 
training, with about 4,000 men to look 
after. Life is pretty strenuous, and 
sleepless nights owing to raids don’t 
help. I was home on weekend leave. 
We haye put camp beds in our air raid 
shelter and the family sleep there in¬ 
stead of indoors, so that when the sir¬ 
ens go in the night they just lie still. It 
is remarkable how soon you become 
accustomed to hearing the bombs drop. 
Just before starting this letter, I had 
to drop everything and make a dash 
for shelter as bombs were droping and 
guns firing. The Germans certainly 
don’t wait long over their targets be¬ 
fore scooting for home again. 

“The evacuation scheme has been 
temporarily held up unfortunately ow¬ 
ing to the fact that convoy can’t be 
guaranteed at present and even then 
authorities don’t allow parents to trav¬ 
el with the kiddies. Hence the cable 
asking if you could put up another 
child, the" daughter of a friend, who 
a'.so lives in Portshead; her father is 
bank manager there. Wee Jean has 
been passed as fit for evacuation, so 
as soon as the scheme is in full opera¬ 
tion, we hope to see her off. She is all 
excitement at thought of going to you 
folks in Canada.”
